And as to your next Charge re- 
lating to Circumciſion, that is ſtill much worſe : For 
it is expreſsly declared by St Luke to be the Sen- 
timent of certain of the Phariſees ; but to be al- 
together diſomnad, and ſeverely condemned by the 
whole Body of the Apoſtles *, So that here is a 
very heavy Charge againſt the Apoſtles + 3 in oppo- 
dition to the cleareſt Evidence 

Bor now, as he muſt be a very careleſ Read - 
er of the New Teftament, who cannot diſcern be- 
tween human Infirmities and the Doftrines of 


Chriſt: ſa you will give me Leave to think, that | 
ſuch a Perſon's Prejudices of Education are in no |

Water, undoubtedly, is the ſame Element in both 
Inftitutions'; but if the Wiſdom of God ſhould 
ſee proper to ſet aſide the Uſe of it, in one Caſe; 
and to direct the Uſe of it in another ; what is 
here inconſiſtent with divine Wiſdom ?. 

BESIDESs, St Paul, who was himſelf baptized, 
[ AFs ix. 18.] and had baptized others, [I Cor. 
i. 14 —16.] does in this very Epiſtle, thus exhort 
the Hebrews, Let us draw near with a true Heart, 
in full Aſſurance of Faith, having our Hearts 
ſprinkled from an evil Conſcience, and our Bodies 
waſhed with pure Water. Chap. x. 22. 

THr1s laſt Clauſe ſeems evidently meant of 
Vater-Baptiſm; and is ſo underſtood by Com- 
mentators of the firſt, Name, both Anclent and 
Modern “. 

Bu r let us ſtill proceed to ſome other Objec- 
tions. And ſuppoſe then, according to your Opi- 
nion, that the Diſciples baptized at firſt wwirhour 
a Commiſſ bon from our holy Lord.

HoweveR, you would willingly affix a \ figu- 
rative Meaning upon the Word baptize in that 
Commiſſion; [P. 32. ]. though there be not the 
leaſt Neceſſity for ſo doing ; except the Neceſity 
of the Cauſe you are maintainitig. 

Bur now admitting, that it was really doubt- 
ful from the Sentence itſelf, whether the Word 
baptize ought to be taken in a figurative Senſe or 
not; yet ſurely an unprejudiced Perſon would think, 
that when thoſe, commiſſioned by our holy Lord, 
had by their uniform Practice ſo clearly ſnewn his 
Deſign, there would be no longer any room for 
Doubt or Diſpute. 

For inſtance, when at St Peter's firſt Sermon, 
ſuch Numbers cried out, — what ſhall we do? 
the Apoſtle, filled with the holy Ghoſt, thus anſwer- 
ed, — Repent, and be Baptized. Acts ii. 4, 37, 38. 
Ao ax, when Philip, by command of the Spi- 
.rit, joined himſelf to the Chariot of the Ethiopian,

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and afterwards inſtructed and baptized him. Chap · 
viii. 29—39. And when Ananias was ſent by the 
Lord Jeſus to Saul, he commanded him to ariſe, 
and be baptized, and to waſh away his Sins.

A 6G AIN, when thoſe Diſciples, who had already 
received Jobn's Baptiſm, were afterwards baptized 
in the Name of the Lord Feſus, in order to receive 
the holy Ghoſt by the Impoſition of St Paul's 
Hands. Chap. xix. 1—6. And as to that Apo- 
ſtle himſelf; whom you mention, [P. 40, 41. ] it 
is owned he was not ſent to baptize ; for indeed 
his Office was of a much more arduous Nature; 
and required much more Labour and divine Wiſ- 
dom, than the Office of Baptizing ; which thoſe 
of much leſs Importance, could have executed as 
well as himſelf. 

HOw EVER, when that Apoſtle, who had the 
Care of all the Churches daily upon his Hands ; 
2 Cor. xi. 28.] did yet Baptize ſome; 1 Cor. i. 
14—17. But eſpecially when St Peter, who was 
ſent immediately by the holy Spirit to Cornelius, 
and who had himſelf been directed by an Angel of _ - 
God to ſend to that Apoſtle. Adds x. 3—5, 19, 20. 
I ay, when this inſpired Apoſtle baptized” Cor- 
nelius and his Company, even after the Deſcent 
of the Holy Ghoſt upon them; any indifferent Per- 


fon would ſurely apprehend, that here was ſo full 
and evident an Explanation of what our bleſſed

Bur alas! there is nothing ſo plain and mani- © 
feſt, which may not be diſputed, where Men of 
Zeal and Ingenuity are concerned. For inſtead of 
ſubmitting to ſo deciſive a Determination of the 
Point in diſpute ; the great Apoſtle ſtands correct- 
ed for unſeaſonably commanding Water-Baptiſm , 
when the End for which e practiſe it, was pre- 
viouſly and effettually anſwered: [P. 36.] And 
the Whole is reſolved into an inordinate Love of 
Fewiſh Ceremony ! [P. 38. | 

Pray attend ſeriouſly and calmly for one Mo- 
ment: 

Wu our bleſſed Lord had . chat 
the Spirit of Truth ſhould teach his Apoſtles all, 
Things; and ſhould guide them into all J. ruth ; 
{St John xiv. 26. Chap. xvi. 13.] notwithſtand- 
ing this Promiſe of Him, who is the Yay, the 
Truth, and the Life, to find one of theſe Apoſtles 
when ſent by an immediate and expreſs Command 
of that very Spirit of. Truth, blundering in the 
very midſt of a Meſſage, of the laſt Importance; 
relating to no leſs an Affair, than the eternal Sal- 
dation of ſeveral Perſons; [ As xi. 12—14.] I 
fay, ſuch a Treatment and Repreſentation of an, 
inſpired Apoſtle of Chriſt ; (to ſay nothing more 
of the Treatment of all the Reſt) how agreeable

This 
is evidently the being Born of Water and of the 
Spirit, mentioned by our holy Lord to Nicodemus, 
as neceſſary to the ms into the Kingdom of Cod.

THrovcn I think this 3 Prelate (for ſuch 
he was) has expreſſed himſelf too ſtrongly; yet 
nothing is more fallacious than. to infer the Falſity 
of a Religion from the Lives of thoſe who profeſs 
it. In like Manner, Baptiſin is not to be eſtimated 
by the Lives of thoſe who are unworthy of it, 
and a Diſponour to it. |

Sin; ſince we are aſſured, that as in Adam all die, 
even ſo in Chriſt ſhall all be made alive g.

of Life.. To the Galatians, he thus ſpeaks, For 
as. many of you, as have been baptized into Chriſt, 
have put on Chriſt : and again, writing to the Co-

HERE the learned Author remarks, That the 
Apoſtle ſpeaks generally, without any exclufroe 
Term, but comprebenſive of all. From whence he 
concludes, << That St Paul cannot here ſpeak of 
6e Water-Baptiſm ; but of the Baptiſm of the Spi- 
« rit: becauſe elſe it would follow, ſays Mr 
« Barclay, that whoſoever had been baptized with 
« Water-Baptiſm, had put on Chriſt, and were

IT is nothing new, to find learned and ghd 
ous Men ſometimes overlooking the cleareſt Things, 
when they ſet themſelves to maintain any particular 
Hypothefis. Otherwiſe, the very Expreſſions here 


quoted by Mr Barclay, to wit, the being Buried 


with Chriſt in Baptiſm, muſt naturally have led him 
to ſee, that the Apoſtle there alludes to the uſual 
Practice of thoſe Times, in Baptizing ; which was 


the plunging or dipping of the Perſon into the Wa- 


ter. And as this Action did bear ſome Reſem- 
blance to the Burying of Chriſt; fo did the Riſing 
again out of the Water, bear ſome Reſemblance 
to his Reſurrection: And by both were ſigni- 
| ied the Duty and Engagement of the Perſon bap- 
tized, that he would die to fin, as Chriſt died for 


it;

But which could not be done, without ſuch a liv- 
ing Faith, as God muſt work in them by his Holy 
Spirit ; this being abſolutely neceſſary to their 
putting on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. So that the 
Apoſtle moſt evidently appears to ſpeak of Mater- 
Baptiſm; and to declare what all engaged and 
promiſed to do; and what all were indiſpenſably 
obliged to do, and labour after: and conſequent- 
ly Mr Barclay's ſecond Propefition is not proved. 

Howeve R, that Gentleman next proceeds to 
the Proof of his third Propoſition. 

THIRDLY, Since John's Baptiſm was a Figure, 
and ſeeing the Figure gives way to the Subſtance, al- 
beit the Thing figured remain, to wit, the one Bap- 
tiſm of Chriſt, yet the other ceaſeth, wich was 
the Baptiſm of John. 

As Mr Barclay here means that all Water- 
Baptiſm was to ceaſe after Chriſt, and as moſt of 
his Arguments here uſed, are conſidered in the 
foregoing Letter; I muſt thither refer the Read- 
er for Satisfaction.

IT is allowed, that the Jewiſh Converts were 
indulged in ſome Things, for a Time; but where 
do we read that St Paul was undeſervedly judged 
by his Brethren, for weaning the Gentile Converts | 
from Jewiſh Ceremonies ? 

TrHarT he was often undeſervedly judged by 
falſe Brethren, is very evident; + and if this was 
all that Mr Barcley deſigned, it is Pity he did 
not expreſs himſelf more plainly : Though if he 
meant it of the former, he was certainly miſta- 
ken. Nor can I think that he has aſſigned. the 
proper Reaſon, why St Paul is thankful that he 
baptized ſo few : Becauſe the Apoſtle does him- 
ſelf aſſign a different Reaſon for it; and that is,

Bu r now, with Submiſſion to this Gentleman's 
Reaſoning, the Apoſtles might uſe This Form, 
notwithſtanding all that is here objected. 

You know, as well as I can tell you, that ve- 
ry many Things are ot recorded, which how- 
ever were tranſacted + ; and conſequently, it is 
no Proof that This Form was not uſed; becauſe 
it is not mentioned. It is but a fair and reaſon- 
able Preſumption, that Things were done by the 
Apoſtles, according to the Command of Chriſt ; 
where we are not informed of the contrary. 

INDEED the two other Inſtances, of Perſons * 
being baptized in the Name of the Lord Jeſus |}, 
have the Appearance of a ſtronger Argument 
againſt ſuch a Form, than any Omiſſions what- 
ever. But if we underſtand thoſe Paſſages, as I 
preſume they ſhould be underſtood, to wit, that 
ſuch Perſons were baptized into the Faith, and 
Doctrine, and Obedience of Chriſt ; there will then 
be no Inconſiſtency between That Form and the 
Practice of the Apoſtles. There are other Ways

For ſpeaking of St Pe- 


ter's going to Cornelius, he ſays, that he was for 


a Seaſon judged for it, by the reft of his Bre- 
thren. 

Ano further, that it was the moſt general 
Senſe of the Church, that the Gentiles ſhould be 
circumciſed. — If by Brethren, that Gentleman 
meant his Brother-ApoFles z and by Church, the 
Aſſembly of Thoſe Apoſtles, then have we already 
proved, that neither of theſe was ſo. 

AN Over-eagerneſs to maintain what is not de- 


fenſible, will expoſe the beſt and wiſeſt of Men 


to many Overlights. 

Bur again, Mr Barclay ſuppoſes thoſe Words 
of our holy Lord to Nicodemus, — Except a Man 
be born of Water and of the Spirit — not to re- 
late to Water-Baptiſm +. But herein, though he 
has ſome Moderns of his Side, yet all Antiquity 
is againſt him ||. 

How v E R, ſetting aſide all human Authority, 

whether

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whether ancient or modern; let it be conſidered, 
that our Lord is there talking with a Maſter of 
t/rael, who was well acquainted with the Manner 


of initiating Proſelytes amongſt the Fews ; and 


therefore our bleſſed Saviour mentions one of 
their Rites, which He deſigned ſhould be adopt- 
ed to his own Uſe; that is, that ſuch as would 
become Proſelytes to his Religion, ſhould be ini- 
tiated likewiſe by Vater, as a Symbol of Parifica- 
tion ; but that this outward Waſhing muſt be at- 
tended by the znward Operation of the Holy Spi- 
rit. This, I preſume, is the plain and natural 
Meaning of thoſe Words. 

Ax p now, if the Whole which has been ſaid) 
be attended to with a ſerious and unprejudiced 
Mind, I ſhould hope, my Brethren, that Vater- 
Baptiſm would evidently appear to you, to be 
an Ordinance or Inſtitution of CHriſt himſelf. 

As to Mr Barclay's affirming, that the Bap- 
tiſm of Infants is a meer human: Traditton, for 
which neither Precept nor Practice is to be found 
in all the Scriptures *;, though it would be no 
difficult Matter to ew Infant-Baptiſm had a 
much better Foundation than this Gentleman here 
allows it; yet as This is not the Subject we are 
now upon, we ſhall therefore diſmiſs it, at leaſt

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Bur firſt; After this ingenious Writer has 
treated largely on the ſpiritual feeding on Chriſt, 
he proceeds to obſerve the Feuds and Animoſities, 
as well as the various Explanations, which have 
aroſe concerning this Subject . whereas, if a 
thouſand more Diſputes had ariſen, they would 
be no manner of Proof, that Bread and Wine 
were not to be uſed in celebrating the Lord's 
Supper; or that this Supper was not a ſtanding 
Ordinance. 

IndeEtD when Men, whether Papifts, Luthe- 
rans, Calviniſts, or of any other Denomination, 
will indulge their Fancies in Metaphyfical Subtle- 
ties, is it any wonder, that they ſhould neither 
underſtand themſelves, nor one another ? This 
learned Author wanted not to be told, that though 
the Diſputes of Men might too often darken the 
Truths of Religion; yet thoſe Truths were al- 
ways the ſame. 

Acain, ſuppoſing that the only End of this 
Ordinance, was to remember Chriſt &; or to be a 
Alemorial of his Death ꝶ; would it * fol- 
low, that Bread and Vine were not to be uſed in 
the Celebration of it? or that it was not an Or- 
dinance of perpetual Obligation? 

Bur then, though Mr Barclay owns that Bread 
and Wine were made uſe of, bath by our holy

« That Matthew and Mark only give an Ac- 

count of the Matter of Fact, to which Luke 
adds theſe Words, — This do in Remembrance of 
« me ||." 

Ir is true, that none of the Evangeliſts mention 
his Precept, but St Luke only. Bur it any ſhould 
onclude from hence, that Mr Barclay ſuppoſed 
boſe Words did therefore want ſome further Au- 
bority, ſuch Perſon would certainly wrong that 
entleman exceedingly. For ſpeaking elſewhere 
of St Luke, Mr Barclay affirms, as we have before 
oblerved, that he wrote by the Guidance of the 
aly Ghoſt t. 

AND ſurely one /ingle Teſtimony of the holy 
poſt is as infallibly true, as ten thouſand. Tho' 

e have alſo the concurrent Authority of St Paul, 
ho mentions to the Corinthians, thoſe very Words 
recorded by the Evangeliſt; and which the Apoſtle 
<clares he had received from the Lord **. 

So that this Precept, —Do this in Remembrance 
of me, — ſeems ſurely to be ſomething more, than

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a mere temporary Precept, which only related to 
ſome particular Times or Seaſons. Since it was 
not only given by our holy Lord at his /aft Sup- 
fer; but it was many Years after a Part of hat 
Goſpel, which He himſelf taught the great Apo- 
ſtle“, and which, under the Guidance and Influ- 
ence of the holy Spirit , the Apoſtle inſtructs the 
Corinthians in; that they might, for the future, eat 
of that Bread, and drink of that Cup, in a worthy 
and becoming Manner ; and avoid that Puniſhment 
which befel many, for their negligent and wicked 
Behaviour 5. 

Such Directions and Cautions, given by St Paull 
to thoſe People upon this Occaſion, in ſo ſolemn 
a Manner, ſeem as evidently to be recorded for 
the Uſe and Service of the Church in all Ages, as 
any other Directions or Cautions in the whole Goſ- 
pel. And therefore I. beg of you to reflect, whe 
ther this Precept ought to be eſteemed only as ou 
Lord's Comm and to his Apoſtles, about waſhiny} 
each others Feet; and as the ancient Ceremony of

Wren the Church of Corinth had been guilty 
of groſs Irregularities, with reſpect to this Iuſtitu- 
tion of Chriſt, the holy Apoſtle reminds them Who 
was the Author of it; and after what Manner it 
was inſtituted by Him : what was the End and 
Deſign of it; and how they themſelves were to be- 
have, if they deſired to eat the Lord's Supper, as 
they ought to do. 
H is fo far from intimating, that “ They were 
e apt to uſe that Practice in a ſuperſtitions Mind, | 
« or beyond the true Uſe of it ; fo as to make of 
ce it ſome myſtical Supper of the Lord: I ſay, the 
Apoſtle is ſo far from intimating this, as Mr 
Barclay is pleaſed to remark ; that I readily 
ſubmit it to the unprejudiced Judgment of all of 
you, whether the Reverſe of this be not the Caſe ? 
They are reproved for greedily ſeizing their own 
Supper; and thus deſpifing the Church of God;

Bur is there any thing in this Charge, my Bre- 
hren, that looks like Superſtition ; like going be- 

ond the true Uſe of this Ordinance; or making of 
t ſome myſtical Supper of the Lord ? Their Beha- 

iour was ſo far from being Superſtitions, that it was 
plainly void of common Decency. They were ſo 
ar from exceeding in their Devotion, that they 
vere quite profane: and ſo far from eſteeming this 
Drdinance, as ſome myſtical Supper of the Lord; 
hat they did only eat and drink to their own Con- 
pemnation, not diſcerning the Lord's Body. For 
his Cauſe, ſays the Apoſtle, many are Weak and 
ickly among you, and many Sleep F. 

THEIR immoral Behaviour brought down im- 
1ediate Judgments from Heaven; ſome were pu- 
iſhed with Sickneſs, ſome with Death. 

To prevent which for the future, by removing 
he fatal Occaſion of them, the Apoftle gives the 
orinthians a ſhort Hiſtory of this holy Inſtitution, 

the Words of Chrift himſelf, in relation to both 
Parts of it; — Take, eat, this is my Body which 
s broken for you: this do in Remembrance of me. 


This Cup is the New Teſtament in my Blood

Ap after St Paul had thus ſet before them th 
very Words of Chriſt himſelf ; and had acquaint 
ed them, what that Ordinance was to remind ther 
of; as well as the great Danger of unworthily Pai 
taking of it; he next proceeds to give the follow 
ing Directions for their future Conduct, in apf 
proaching the Lord's Supper; But let a Man exa 
mine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that Bread, and 
drink of that Cup“. 
Now I muſt beſeech you, my Brethren, i 
partially to conſider, whether all this ſeems to 
amount to no more, than if the Apoſtle was giv 
ing Orders about ſome mere temporary Ceremony 
which the Corinthians were to be indulged in fo 
a Time; but which was to be laid aſide, when 
they grew up to a more mature State in Chriſſ 
tianity ? Or whether here is not all the plain 
Marks of a ſtanding Ordinance in the Church off 
Chrift, which was to oblige every Chriſtian to i 
conſtant and devout Compliance, let his Proficif 
ency be more or leſs? You know, that notwi 
{ſtanding the Indulgence uſed toward the Fews, by ;

And can we ſuppoſe, that this faithful and inſpired

Holy Spirit, would have omitted putting the Co- 


rinthians in mind, (if it had been {o) that this whole 
Affair of the Lord's Supper was only mere Matter 
of Indulgence to them; and therefore ſince they 
abuſed it in ſuch a Manner, as to bring down Judg- 
ments upon their Heads, it was high time to lay 
it aſide? 

Zur can you, my Brethren, find the leaſt Hint 
or Intimation of this ſort? So far from it, that the 
Apoſtle by directing them to examine themſelves, 
and /o to eat of that Bread, and drink of that Cup; 
to tarry one for another, when they came together 
to eat; and that if any Man hunger, he ſhould eat 
at home; that ſo they might not come together un- 
to Condemnation ||; I ſay, the Apoſtle by giving 
theſe Directions, appears moſt evidently to inſtruct 
them, that it was not only their Duty to celebrate 
this Ordinance with all poſſible Care, and Reverence, 
and Devotion; but that they were to per/i/t and 
continue in the Celebration of it.

How v RR, if Mr Barclay laid more Streſs up- 
on theſe Verſions, than ſhould have been laid up- 
on them, I would be far from inſinuating, that it 
as either owing to want of great Abilities or 
great Integrity. The beſt and wiſeſt of Men, are 
table to Miſtakes, and eſpecially in defending any 
Favourite Points. How far he was miſtaken both 
ich regard to Water-Baptiſin, and the Supper of 
e Lora, I have endeavoured to explain; and beg 
you will conſider what is here offered, with a Angle 
De to the Honour of God, and your own eternal 
Happineſs.
